School Report, 


of the School Board of Sunapee. 


The unusual interest manifested at your last annual meeting was 
interpreted by your School Committee as expressing your wish 
that the schools of the town should be put upon a more advanced 
and progressive basis. Your Committee has endeavored to carry 
out that wish. 

Several difficult and perplexing problems. presented themselves 
at the opening of the year, these it is believed were solved in the 
interests of harmony and for the good of your schools. 

At the opening of the year the entire blackboard surface in town 
was hardly sufficient for the schools. New blackboards have been 
added to all schools, save one, much to the interest and success of 
the school work. 

Last fall there were but two pupils in No. 4 who could not bet- 
ter be schooled elsewhere, so it was thought best to place that teach- 
er in No. 8 and to relieve the congested condition in No’s. 2 and 
9 by transferring the upper classes from them to No. 8 and creat- 
ing there a new department. Judging from the work done in No. 
8 as well as by the present condition of the other two schools, the 
experiment has been an unqualified success, and we recommend its 
continuance. 

Owing to a slight misunderstanding in No. 3 and the small num- 
ber of scholars there and in No. 6 a desire was expressed to your 
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committee to combine the two schools, this was done with marked 
success during the fall. Owing to the distance and bad traveling 
the same results were not obtained during the winter. We would 
recommend for the present that terms of school be held alternate- 
ly in each, and that the scholars be permitted to attend both thus 
securing longer schools, larger schools, and much better interest. 

It is a pleasure to remark upon the success of your schools the 
past year, due to the great degree of harmony that has existed be- 
tween teachers, pupils and parents. Your teachers have been in- 
terested, painstaking and enthusiastic; your pupils studious, obedient 
and diligent; while the parents have been ready to join hands in 
every good word and work for the benefit of their children and 
the welfare of their schools. 

During the spring and fall, teacher’s meetings were held that 
were both interesting and profitable. We hope they will soon be 
resumed. 

The time must soon come when with the erection of a modern 
school building in keeping with the prosperity and progress of the 
town, our village schools must be rearranged. It would seem as 
though a three story brick building to contain four rooms for 
school purposes, a town hall, rooms for the town officers and town 
library, must soon be built. Would that some benefactor might 
arise to do for Sunapee what has been done for some of our 
neighboring towns.

We think it worthy of note that in No. 3 there were no tardies 
during the year, while in No’s. 6 and 7 one term in each had none. 


Report of Board of Health. 


As we enter upon the new century we believe that in all history 
the people of New Hampshire were never more interested, or 
better informed in what pertains to good health thau at the present 
time and the ardious work of the State Board of Health in the 
diffusing of literature and the establishing of sanitary laws has in 
no small degree had its desired result in our town so_ that to-day 
the earth closet, the sink drain, the filth that collects in the cellar 
and in fact all sanitary arrangements of the home are receiving 
better attention than ever before, consequently it is of unusual oc- 
currence to have reported to the Board of Health a case of diph- 
theria, typhoid fever or any other disease that is traceable to bad 
sanitary conditions. 

There has been but one case of typhoid fever in town the past 
year and that not fatal. The town has suffered during the year 
past an epidemic of the Measles and while every case was not 
legally reported, as they should have been, we have a record of 
nearly one hundred cases, but we are glad to report that nota 
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single case proved fatal and the town need not fear a like occur- 
ence for some time to come; the disease is one that requires the 
attention of the Board of Health consequently it has been a small 
expense to the town. 


The Rules and Regulations promulgated by the State Board of 
Health September 28, 1899, for the protection of the purity of the 
water of Sunapee Lake, caused the Board of Health to make a 
thorough investigation of the shore line and report the result of 
our inspection to the State Board of Health, this we did, and are 
glad to say that contrary to our expectation we found but tew but 
what had their sanitary arrangements in a satisfactory manner and 
most of those that had not, most gladly complied with suggestions 
made and we believe those that have not, will before the opening 
of another season. 


We have been informed by the State Board of Health that the 
law that applies to the sanitary conditions of the steamboats will 
be enforced by that body. 


We believe that Sunapee Lake with all its varied attractions 
will be the place around which will gather the Summer tourist in 
larger numbers in years to come than many anticipate and that 
itis of inestimable importance to the people of Sunapee to make the 
Lake as attractive as possible by keeping its waters from being 
contaminated by anything that is objectional to the many that 
use the water tor domestic purposes. 


The Board still maintain that the town should have a well reg- 
ulated water system which would not only supply our village 
and George’s Mills with excellent water, but would give us a fine 
fire protection and would encourage better sanitary conditions 
in the home. The Board in submitting this report wish to express 
our gratitude to all who have given us encouragement in our work 
and hope to merit a continuance of the favor of the town as we
